Tne namee of these 
gcntiemeu weald honor a better cause 
than ia presented by the Republican 
party at tbia time. 


The platform is a sort of fanny com- 


petition ot inconsistencies, bat it is 
troly Republican in modern form, at 
all tbe markings of a late Republican 
platform are present. It endorsee tbe 
administration ot McKiuley, wbicb is 
an endorsement of trusts in ih&ir most 
objectionable form, as the trust aud 
the administration of McKinley are 
one and inseparable. Any endorse- 
ment of the administration ia an ap- 
proval of the expressed convictions of 
Hanna,that "traets are doing no barm." 
The convention, when it endorsed tbe 
administration and Banna on trusts, 
was consistent with Republican work 
and Republican principles, and no 
change of Inconsistency in tbat partic- 
ular could be truibfally made. Tbe 
difficulty tbat Republican conventions 
havs hid to meet in tbe known villainy 
there is in the trust bueiueac, and to 
escape the consequences of an en- 
dorsement of tracts and their methods 
contentious become inconsistent by 
condemning them in direct term*, after 
an approval bai been made of these 
villainies. 


The Republican State convention of 


Nevada found itself in a dilema tbat 
all Republican convention i bave been 
in since tbe administration and Hanna 
bave openly endorsed trusts and tbelr 
methods, and like other Republican 
conventions, it approved and con- 
demned trusts. Tbe convention ex- 
pressed its opponltioa to a surrender 
of tbe Philippine?, wbicb is an ap- 
proval of the eonree of tbe adminis- 
tration and it a imperialism connected 
with these late acquired inland?, wbicb 
Is a special endorsement of tbe ad- 
ministration and trusts. Tbe imper- 
ialism of the administration and of 
trusts is made more particularly an 
open and declared principle of tbe 
Republican party, in connection witb 
tbe island terriioriee, than is declared 
in connection witb anything it baa had 
•nbj?c>. to its control and directiou, 
except 'he propogation of trosta. 


When the convention mada B plank 


declaring its opposition to any sur- 
render of the Philippine*, it made a 
special endorsement of tbe course and 
work of the administration, which In- 
cludes a positive position against tbe 
principle tbat government is derived 
from the consent of the governed, 
which is so clearly set forth in the 
Declaration of Independence, bat there 
e no surprise in tbe action of tbe con- 
vention included in tbat part of ite 
work, as the.principles made promi- 
nent by the Declaration are in opposi- 
tion to imperialism. 


There ia H plank which favors the 


"largest use of eiKer as a money metal 
compatible with tbe best interests ot 
our government," wbicb is o ttunuer, 
wben tbe meaning of tbe plank if 
sought to be ascertained. Tbe writer 
was near to an opinion tbat something 
onotual had happened wbiob bad re- 
moved tbe convention from a sane 
base, wben fortunately I e took up an 
old copy of the Oazttte and learned 
from Ite columns tbat General Tnr- 
rittin of Reno had received a nomina- 
tion for University Regent, which 
aided in dispelling tbe confusion the 
plunk bad been tbe means of produc- 
ing. "Largest use of silver compatible 
with the best interests of our govern 
ment." William Jennings Bryan would 
say tbat plank is ail right, as the only 
logical oonsti notion 
which can be 


given to the language used is a plain 
endorsement of free coinage at a ratio 
of 16 to 1. 


Tbe gold trust could as truthfully 


say that plank is all right as it clearly 
means there ebali be no silver coined 


• 
until tbe gold trnst directs its coinage 
for ite ate, which latter meaning it is 
believed ie tbe meaning intended by tbe 
convention and is the construction the 
plank should recieve. The plank Is 
tbe little joker ot now yon see it and 
now you don't, which hat been so 
largely need by Republican con- 
ventions to deoicve tbe people. There 
Is a plank which favors a protective 
tariff, which mast mean from any log- 
ical construction tbat oouH be given 
consistent witb facts, u tariff for the 
protection of tra*t«, as tbe only pro- 
teoUon given to Industrial interests in
